that has todo with the Lawand Teſta- 
ment-of God. And both theſe are 
contained inthe Text.

zo bis'will. Which words, I ſay, take in 
both matter, and manner of doing. ' So 
then, -the man that. here we have to 
do with, andto diſcourſe of, is a man 
that in the ſence now given, ſuffereth.
